The circumstances of 
that case, briefly stated, Secretary Bay- 
ard says, aro that on the lOth of March, 
1848, Lord Palmorston instructed Hor 
Majesty's ropreseutative at Madrid '"to 
recommend to the Spanish government 
and to the Queen mother, if you have an 
opportunity of doing so, the adoption of a 
legal and constitutional course of govern- 
ment in Spain," and his lordship con- 
cluded his instructions with the following 

bsorvatioiia : "it would then bo wise 
for tho Queen of S[iain in tho present 
critical state of aliairs to strengthen her 
executive government by enlarging the 
basis upon which the administration is 
founded, and by calling to her councils 
some of those men who possess the con- 
fidence of tho liberal party." These in- 
structions were duly made known by Sir 
Henry, then Mr. Bulwer, who, on the 
18th April, 1848, transmitted a copy to 
the Duko of Sotoinayer. On the 20th of 
the same month the Duko of Sotomaycr 
returned these communications with bit- 
ter and indignant comments, which I for- 
bear to reproduce, and in regard to which 
1 desire merely to observe that they were 
expressly directed against "Her Britannic 
Majesty's minister for foreign affairs," 
and condemiiod "tho unhoard of preten- 
aions of Lord Palincraton thus to nii.v liiiii- 
solf up in tho intoriml aifairs of Spain." 

THE CA.SK or LOUD .SJCKVII.LE, 

Secretary Bayard holds, ii wholly dissim- 
lar. In the former, the objection of 
Spain was to tho action ot Lord Palmers- 
ton and presumptively of the niinistry or 
Great Britain, of which Sir Henry Bul- 
wer was but the channel of communica- 
tion, and throughout tho entire transac- 
tion Sir Henry Bulwer received the entire 
approval of hia lordship. The offence of 
Lord Sackville consisted in personal mis- 

onduct wholly inconsistent with his otii- 
cial duty and the relatituis of which no 
suggestion of approval by his government 
have yol been intimated. Tho present 
case is not whether it is requisite that the 
sovereign asking the recall of a foreign 
minister should give reasons for 
the application, but whether, when as in 
tho present case, such recall has been 
naked on tho ground of interference in 
tho politics of tlio country to which ho is 
accredited, the (Hiestion of llio capability 
of such interference in to be left, not to 
the decision of the otreiuled sovereign, 
but to the determination of tho sovereign 
by whom the ofl'ondiiig minister was ac- 
credited. It is not understood how tho 
latter view can he hold b) \: r Majesty's 
government to be the princii-i'.' of tho huv 

f nations, for it would he oqiiivalont to 
saying that by tho law a government is 
untitled to dotoniiino how far it will in- 
torforo in the politics of states, and what 
degree of interference by its ministers in 
the internal affairs of such st atea it may 
seem proper to >u»tain. It would bo far 
better

entirely than to coiilinuo them on the 
basis of such a right of interference in the 
domestic politics of other states, as would 
appear to bo assumed, and under which, 
if admitted, the iiidopendenco and dignity 
of the injured nation would perish. "Tho 
Envoy," aaya Secretary Bayard in con- 
clusion, "ia intentled to bo H coiitidontinl 
intermediary hotween state governments 
professing friendly relations, and re- 
liance upon hia good faith is tho best 
.asaiirancu of continued amity and good 
undorstanding. It cannot, therefore, bo 
justly regarded as a cause of iiiturnational 
offenco to requost tho rocnll of an envoy 
whenever it is discovored that 
his oon4uot has been such as tu 
unsettle the confldonoe of the receiving 
government, nor for that government to 
iliamiai hiiu whoncvor in its judgment 
circumslauoes have arisen, owing to his 
misconduct, which endangers its own 
safety and welfare and tend to jeopardize 
the relations of tho two governments. 1 
renew my expressions of sincere regret 
that what Lord Salisbury has correctly 
termed a "personal incident" should have 
been tliought by Hor Majesty's govern- 
ment in any degree lo qualify the har- 
mony of intercourse between tho two na- 
tions, for whose ninicftblo relations none 
can be more sincerely deairouB than tho 
President, and those who, together with 
him, are charged with tho adminiatratiim 
of the affairs of the government, and peo- 
l)le of the United States," _

Ottawa, Feb. 20.— Mr. F. S. Barnard 
and other members intorviowed the Hon. 
MaekeTi/.io Bowoll to-day and made strong 
ropresontations in favor of admitting min- 
ing machinery free of duty. The minis- 
ter said the governmont would consider 
the matter. 

Sir Hector Langovin has definitely de- 
cided on tho route of the new telegraph 
liuea on Vancouver Island. Ono will run 
from Nunaimo to Alborni, and the other 
from Cape Beale to Bonilla Point, the 
route connecting the link via the canal 
has not yet been settled. 

The Sonata resumed to-night and sat 
for ten minutes. 

Tho annual meeting of the Dominion 
Ritlo Association was iield to-day. Tho 
(Jovernor-Cienoral delivered an al)lo ad- 
ilrosH, in which he urged the necessity of 
the encouragomont of rillo shoutiiii; as 
one of tiic principal means for the defence 
of Canada, and hoped the provincial asso- 
ciations would receive every assistance. 
Hejjdosired lo see aubsoriptions come in 
from all classes, us the object of tho usaii- 
ciatinii was a most important one. 

Col. Prior was asked to-day what truth 
there was in the report that he would 
resign at the end of tho session. Ho re- 
plied, "I said I would personally superin- 
tend the readjustment of the constituen- 
cies after tho decenni.-il census of '91, and 
1 mean to keej) my word." 

Tho House had a miscellanoous day, 
discussing, among other things, the con- 
striietiou of publio works, which tho 0|j- 
position said was bribery of constitueiicios. 

Brown's bill for the prevention of 
pigeon shooting, and kindred cruel prac- 
tices, got a second reading this evening, 
ou H division of 72 to 71. Sir John 
Thompson spoke in favor of ita principle. 



KOOTENAY MINES, 



Progress of the Work at Toad Mouu- 
taia and Warm Spriusrs. 



Blch Gold and Silver Xiedces— ProapeetlTe

Mr. Harry Anderaon, mining recorder 
at Nelson, Kootenay Lake, who arrived 
down on Tuesday night, furnishes us with 
the following news concerning the mines 
in his district. 

TOAD MOUNTAIN MI.VE.S. 

The Hall Brothers on Mineral Moun- 
tain havo been running two shifts on the 
"Silver King" mine, and are rej)orted to 
bo in a fine body of ore. 

Three miles west of them the " Tougli 
Nut" is being worked by Morrow and 
Dolan. They report striking a fine body 
of <iro, assaying as high aa 400 ounces of 
silver per ton. 

The " Poor Man." on Eagle Creek, is 
being worked by Nail and McDougal. 
They have been running a tunnel all 
winter to tap the ledge about 100 feet 
below the present works. This ia a gold 
claim, the surface rock being very rich in 
free gold. 

Dr. La Bau & Co. have been working 
their mines during the winter. They re- 
port very good ore in large quantities in 
their varioua claims. They will most 
likely prove to be valuable. Tho mines 
are very advantageously situated, being 
about three, miles south-eaat of Nelson. 

HOT SPRINOS CAMP. 

A. D. Wheelor has been running two 
shifla on the "Gallagher" all winter sink- 
ing tt vertical shaft and is now driving for 
the ledge. Late last fall about 1000 
sacks of carbonate ore were taken from 
this claim, the average samples of which 
went 130 ounces of silver per ton. The 
ore being quite soft and easily handled, 
this mine can bo worked very cheaply. 

Tho "Number One" ia being worked by 
Mr. (i. B. Wright, who has been running 
a tunnel all winter to tap tho ledge. 
About 180 feet of the tunnel has been 
completed, leaving probably 130 feet un- 
finished. Two shifts are working on it 
and no doubt will soon finish it. A gang 
of men havo also just boon put on to sink 
on the ore body from the incline. 

The "Little Donald," owned by Daven- 
port and Slevons, has been working all 
winter, sinking on an incline out of which 
they have been driven by water. They 
report very fine galena ore. They aro 
nosr running tho tunnel on the ledge. 

Tho "Krao," owned by A. D. Wheeler 
it Co. , has also been worked by a few 
men, following a very rich chute of ore (a 
sample of which can bo seen at Kurtz & 
Co. 'a store), which was followed till the 
water comj)ellod them to stop work, leav- 
ing tho incline on a largo body of ore, 
averaging 180 ounces silver per ton. 

Tho "Falcon" and "Orow Fledgling" 
adjoining thia claim, although not having 
much development, show very good pros- 
pects. 

'J'he "Now Then," owned by Mctiov- 
ern and Cap Hayward, adjoining the 
"Crow Fledgling" on tho south and on 
the sanio ledge aa that and the "Krao," 
also shows a great -quantity of fine ore. 
No assays hare been made recently, but 
in Iho fall the last assays went as high aa 
400 ounces of silver per ton. Tho ore is 
ol the same quality as the "Krao," f.c, a 
soft iron carbonate, containing eomo 
galena. 

Tho above claims are those on which 
moat of the work has been done through 
tho winter. A number of others have, 
however, had a ainall amount of work 
done on thoin, nearly all making good 
showings, among which may bo mentioned 
the "Maestro," "Banker," "Spokane," 
"Ayoslm" and "Kismet," tho last two 
being adjoining claims on tho same ledge. 
Tho small amount of development now 
shows remarkably well, the ore being an 
iron and galena carbonate. 

Tho work done on tho lOdon and a num- 
ber of others, alao shows that most of 
them contain good ore, in quantities. 

On the whole, all join in saying that 
this carap will prove to bo one of the 
richest in the Northwest. Several men 
from Portland, Minnoapolis and other 
places in tho United States, have purchas- 
ed prospocta there and intend workim? 
them as soon as spring opens, and it is 
fully expected that numbers of other 
inonied inoii will be in and buy up any 
prospoota which may be offered for sale. 

AT GALENA BAY, 

Dr. Hcndryx has been cross-cutting liis 
ore body iu the Blue Ball mino during the 



winter. The width is said to bo eighty 

feet of ore. 

Tho winter has been very mild, live 
degress above zero being the coldest. 
There is not more than six inches of snow 
on tho lake and outlet, and two to three 
foot on tho mountains. Kootenay Lake 
is never closed by ice, but the river 
closed from the south end of the lako to 
Bonner's Ferry. 

RAILWAY M.\TTmi.S. 

There is some talk about a luauch line 
to bo run from tho Northern Pacilic 
Railway from a point two miles east of 
Kootenay Station via Bonnor's Ferry to 
the boundary. 

Mr. Corbin, of Spokane, has just com- 
pleted .nrrangomeiita for the Siiokaiio 
Northern Railway, inter.secting the Col- 
villo and Motalina mines, and ending at 
tho Little Dalles or tho mouth of the 
Pend d'Oroille River. Tho object is to 
transport the ore from that section, also 
to try and make connection with the 
Canadian Pacific Railway. 

Tho C. P. R. are rojiorted to be coii- 
sidoriiig the building of the line of rail- 
way from the mouth of tho Kootenay 
River to Nelson. Should they do so, 
no doubt it will be extended from time to 
time until the main lino of the C. P. R. 
will follow this route, which is tho most 
favorable of all tho routes through the 
Rockies and Selkirka. This line would 
pass through the Crow's Nest Pass, giving 
transportation to the valuable coal depos- 
its in that section, passing through the 
Kootenay valley cia Cranbrook, tho val- 
ley of tho Moyea, Goat River, crossing 
tho Kootenay River just south uf the 
lake, and following the west side of the 
lake to tho outlet. Thence down to the 
Columbia, crossing that river just below 
the Arrow Lake, and following the west 
bank of the lake to the south end of tho 
u]iper Arrow Lake ; thence following a 
pass to Cherry Creek past Vernon, and 
from thoiicu to tho present lino at .Sica- 
mona, or Nicola. Tho work on this lino 
would bo principally of a light charajter, 
entirely free from sm-w slides, and the 
fall of snow not nearly so great as it ia in 
any other portion of the Selkirka north of 
that point. 

The extra cost of operating tlio present 
lino, and tho building of snow sheds 
which will all require to bo roiiowed in a 
few years, would pay for tho building of 
this now lino. Tho carrying of freight 
for Spokane and other American towns 
near the boundary would be a great con- 
sideration, for they are all willing to 
make connection with the 0. P. B., for 
the purpose of obtaining competition in 
freight rates.

Those en(;aged in this in- 
fant industry, on the sucoesa of which 
the j)n)8))erity of the province in 
a very great measure de|)end3_ 
have the very beat claim to look to the 
Federal (iovcrnnient for hel[i. The lead- 
ing feature of its policy is to fuater in- 
fant industry. It does this with respect 
to many nidustries which may be said to 
have passed the period of infancy. It 
shields them from outside competition at 
the e.xpcnso of the consumers of the Do- 
mniion. Tlio tariff lias been revised ex- 
pressly for their benetit. The niaiiufac- 
turers of sugar, of ciaton, of hardware, of 
iron, of woollen cluth, and (jf a hundred 
other articles, are protected by the (lov 
incnt. Why, then, should an exception 
be iiiadeagainat the worker wlioslowly and 
laboriously extracts gold fi-oiii the rocks 
of a mountainous region? None of the 
producers we have named are required to 
work under such unfavorable conditions 
as the quartz miner. None of them have 
to encounter one-tenth part of tlie obsta- 
cles which the quartz miner must sur- 
mount, or to bear oiie-liniidrodth ])art of 
the hardships and ]jrivatioiis which they 
must endure. Yet they are aaaiiluonsly 
cared for by tlie < loveniment, while the 
miner is ixjt only iiuglecl cd, but. discour- 
aged and opiires.'ieu. Wo can hardly 
think that the tioveninieiit is s<i narrcnv- 
minded and so pedantic as to believe 
that there is no way of fostering an 
infant industry but by imposing a tax in 
its favor. But from the policy hitherto 
])ur8ued, we are almost forced to that con- 
clusion. Other industries of far less 
importance to the provinces in 
which they are carried on, tlian 
qiiartu mining is to liritish Col- 
umbia, liiiil iKj ilitliculty whatever in 
getting a liiu'h cliily piacoil on the pro- 
ducts (.f l'urei^n iuciiistrics of the same 
kind; but wlien the British Colimibia in- 
dustry modestly asks for an exemption 
from a most burdensome tax. it is coldly 
heard and meets with a direct refusal. 
Exemption from federal taxation is just 
us necessary for the development of the 
ipmrtz mining industry as the imposition 
of a protective tax for that of the eastern 
manufacturer. This uui.st be plain to 
every man who is ciipahlo of fcjrniina; an 
intelligent opinion (111 the Huhject. The 
object of the (ioveriiiiiciit i.s to i/ive llie 
infant industry a chniico. This is done 
by removing obstacles out of its way and 
giving it a clear Bald to work in. Tho 
obstacle in the way of tho manufacturer is 
the foreign competitor. Ho is kept out 
of the way by a heavy tax. Tho bbstaole 
in the way of the ipiartz minor is, 
strange to say, one of the Government's 
own creation. The <lovertimeiit places 
on the shoulders of the British Columbia 
infant, long before he can walk .-ilone, a 
heavy burden of tiixation and then cruelly 
and unreasonably leaves him unaided to 
climb over impedimenta of no ordinary 
nature with that k)ad. on his back. The 
thirty-five per cent, duty on mining ma- 
chinery which is- not manufactured in 
Oiinida, la a load which the infant in- 
diistiy' of British Columbia ought not 
to be asked to c;ii iy. Tho only way in 
which tho (loveriiiiient can help it is to 
take that ioatl oil'. -A jjidteetive tax can 
do it no good, it does lujt, ask lor or ex- 
pect a bounty, all that it requires is that 
tho ( Jovernment, which jirot ect s ami aids 
all other Canadian industries, will not en- 
cumber it with ft burden whioh it should 
pot in common justice bu made to carry. 
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What have British Colum bia quartz miners 
done that the Government should make 
an exception of their industry ? All tho 
other industries it belps; th^ir'Siil^i^lBCS its 
boat to hinder. 

Whenall thofactsof the case aro coiisiJor- 
ed, it is not surprising that tho Legislative 
Assembly of British Columbia has unani- 
mously declared in favor of exempting 
i|uartz mining machinery from taxation. 
In this its inouibors faithfully represent 
the opinion of ovory inhabitant of tho pro- 
vince, no matter what bis occupation may 
bo. British Columbians feel keenly the 
injustice of ret^irding the dovelopniont of 
tho quartz mining industry, and tho 
Federal Government would raise , itself 
greatly in their estimation if ifc\would re- 
lieve that itidustryi. of the burden it is 
compelled to bear. This it can do in per- 
fect consistency with its own principles 
and policy aiitl without doing the slightest 
injustice to any other Canadian industry. 

UUli SOLICITIOUS NEiaur.OKS. 

The condition of Canada is giving our 
neighbors acro.ss the line a good deal of 
anxiety just now. They apiiear to think 
that Canadians aro greatly dissatislied 
with thoir present political condition, and 
that they are longing for a change of some 
kind. One respectable San Francisco 
paper has il that Canadians are becoming 
so desirous to be annexAl to thi@ Great 
Republic that their Government has be- 
coiiio so scared that they have sent for a 
son of the Queen of England to become 
thoir very own King. How giving a 
people who are desirous of becoming 
tho citizens of a republic a king is going 
to cure them of republicanism our calcu- 
lating neighbors do not say. Sir John 
Mcadonald is not tlie kind of political 
doctor that some of our neighbors across 
the line appear to believe him to be. He. 
better than any man on tho continent, 
knows how to suit tho cure to a political 
disease. Ho is not the man to ag- 
gravate it by giving the patient 
just the very opposite of what he 
wants. But as it happens he is not 
called upon to treat the people of this 
Dominion for annexation fever. They 
have not got it and they are not likely to 
catch it. They aro ijuite satislied to re- 
main for an indefinite period as they are. 
(,)ueeii Victoria is a good enough sov- 
ereign for them. They don't want to 
change her for either a King or a Presi- 
dent. They have jnst as much independ- 
ence as the great majority of them want 
just now. Tliej' make their own laws, 
■hey reguhite their own ccniimerce, and 
they iiiipoao their I'Wii taxes. Canadians 
feel thenisolvea to be about as free a ))eo- 
ple as the sun sliinoa on. They are under 
no restrictions that they do not impose on 
themselves, and their connection with the 
mother country, though so firm and so 
•strong, is hardly ever seen and never felt 
to be irksome. Their good Queen rules 
them with a wand of the very lightest 
kind. She is associated in their minds 
with nothing that is harsh or unpleasant. 
I )n the contrary, tho mention of her name 
and the recollection of all that she repre- 
sents, call up nothing but feelings of ad- 
uiiratioii, pride and gratitude in hor sub- 
jects on this side of tho Atlantic. Sir 
•John Macdonald is not required to do 
■mything "to rehabilitate the waning 
allegiance of the Canadians to the mother 
country." The process would be indeed 
a peculiar one, but no one criticizes west- 
tern metaphors too seveiely. The allegi- 
moo of Canadians lias never waned. If 
it had it is hard to see how rehabilitation 
,vould bring it again to its origi- 
nal dimensions. But we are (|uite sure 
that neither the land of their origin nor 
their .Sovereign ever held a higher place in 
idio love and respect of the people of Can- 
ada than they do to-day. Canadian loyal- 
ty needs no 8timulating,and no one knows 
this better than Sir John Macdonald. He 
lias very properly characterized all the 
stories that liave been invented on both 
.iide.5 of llie lino about Canadiaii dissatis- 
laction and the means that he intends to 
iake to cure it, as "rubbish." But it is 
iiard to convince (jiir neighbors that Can- 
.tdian discontent exists nowhere but in 
rheirown minds. 



men to fight about. If one is ufTered food 
that is good and nourish ing, it does not 
niHttor a very great deal whether it is on 
a silver dish or on one of tho plainest 
earlhonwaro, whether ho who presents it 
stands or sits, or bows, or refrains from 
bowing ; tho nature and condition of tho 
food it the one thing needful, all. else .are 
matters of comparatively' ' little corise- 
quonco. But it seems with both tho con- 
tending parties tho form is regarded as of 
greater importance than the substance. 
Tho jirosecuting ])arly ai)pear to be able 
to think of nothing but tho ceremonios 
that are to llioin olfonaive ; tho ]>iety and 
zeal and tidolity of tho Bishop are com- 
pletely lost sight of ; and the 
Bishop and his party seem to regard 
these formS' and coremonies of 'more im- 
portance than peace and concord. Neither 
party niipoars disposed to make any con- 
cession to the convictions or the prejudices 
of tho other. This is a singular state of 
things, and is not calculated to create the 
inqiression on the minds of tho spectators 
that the contestants sot any very high 
value upon religion itaelf when they aro 
ready to aaoritico what is regarded as its 
essential principle to their love or thoir 
hatred of ceremonios, 5 whioh: many are 
unable to 'see aire a necessary part of the 
religion which both tho parties profess. 
To tho great ninssof ovon Christian people 
this quarrel tliat is creating such a dis- 
turbance in England seonis very little 
belter than tho feud between tho Bigend- 
ians and tho LittUondiana. It is just 
possible that those apparently unimport- 
ant ceremonies are outward and visible 
signs of inward radical differences of 
opinion between the contending parties — 
that they are, so to speak, party badges 
of no iniportanco of themselves, but sig- 
nilicaiit of aomething most important. 
liven if this is the case, it would be beat 
for both parties to place the symbols out 
of view and speak in plain terms about the 
thing which those symbols are supposed 
to ropreaont. 
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A SINGULAR CONTEST. 

Tlio religious world in England is great- 
ly interested in the trial of the Right Rev. 
Dr. Edward King, Lord Bishop of the 
diocese of Lincoln, who has been sum- 
moned to appear before the Archbishop 
of Canterbury to answer for alleged vio- 
lations of eecleaiastical law. The languatio 
of tho citation is "to answer truly to cer- 
iain articles, heads, ijositiona, or interro- 
gatories to 1)0 (jbjected and administered 
to him touching and concerning his soul's 
liealtli, and the lawful cofection and ro- 
ioriiiation of his inanners and oxceascs. " 
The matters in dispute are not new. The 
Archbishop is called upon to settle tho 
feud between the High Church and the 
Low Church. The Bishop of Lincoln is 
High Church — apparently very high in- 
deed. Thi} charges agauist him are all of 
them relating to practices which juo com- 
cuoiily called "ritualistic." They have to 
do wii'h candles on the coiiimiinidii table, 
miiing water with the sacramontid wini', 
with postures taken in the tiid'orent pai-ta 
of the service, with the time of singing or 
.saying tho "Agnus," with the mode of 
pronouncing the benediction, and other 
matters of this kind. The conduct of the 
Bishop out of church u not called in 
question, and he is not accused of preach- 
ing heresy from the pulpit. From any- 
thing that can be seen to the contrary, 
the Bishop may live a godly life, ho may be 
faithful in thepeiformanco of his duties as 
a minister of the Church of England ami 
a zealous and able preacher of sound doc- 
trine. Nothing is said in the indictment 
about these essentials. But the whole 
trouble is about forms and coroinunios 
which, to tiie outsider, aeem to be of uo 
importance whatever. To those who 
have not made a study of what wo hope 
we aro riot wrbntf in designating ecclesias- 
tical etiipiette, it ap|)uais of very little 
consequence so long as the clergyman is a 
good man and is faithful and zealous in 
the perfcu'inance of his duties, whether 
there are candles 011 tho communion table 
or nut, or whether the "celebrant" stands 
this way or that when be reads certain 
parts of ,t^o service. These seem to be 
sumll mattera for Christian men and wu-

Hon. Mr. Robson moved tho aoonnd 
reading of the Public-School Bill No. 9. 

Thu lion, mover said the bill was a very 
short one and it* scope simple. Its sole 
object was to narrow down the issue of 
temporary certificates to very small limits. 
Tho qnuslioii was very much ono of sup- 
ply and demand. Some years ago the 
supply of teachers was not •(^ual-to tb*- 



demand, and a resort to temporary cer- 
tificates was rondured uooesaary. Circum- 
stances' nirere changed now, and tho time 
hadiiirriv'ed when the practice of issuing 
tempQI^iT^. should,' in justice to our 
regularly ciertiticated teachors, and could, 
withouHnjury tothe educational interests, 
be very materially circumscribed. The 
present measure proposed that a tempor- 
ary oertificateshould-onlyissuein the event 
of the trustees desiring tho services of tho 
applicant satisfying tho Department of 
their-inability to secure tho s- rvices of a 
ceguhudy certificated teacliur, or in thu 
lve'nt^!ofa'"ilegularly joiertiticated teacher 
being prevented by-mckness from coming 
up for examination.. It might not be 
wise, or evbn just, to^'adSpf'a hard and 
fast rule absolutoly abolishing the tem- 
porary cortilioatu system; but lie felt that 
tho time had arrived when it would be 
both safe and proper to limit the practice 
as proposed iu the present bill, liovi that 
there were more than uiiougli of regularly 
certificated .teachers in tho province to 
supply the demand, it would be manifest- 
ly unjust to continue to permit persons 
who had never pasaeii im (examination un- 
der the statute to step in and, as it were, 
take the bito out of tho mouth of our own 
teachers. As a profes.sioii it was entitled 
to. gomo protoetioii, and it was believed 
the time had come wliuii the mode of pro- 
tection contemplated by the bill could be 
extended to them without injury to the in- 
terest! of education."" He would not loiig- 
ur occupy the time of the House, but 
simply movu tho second reading of the 
bill. 

Mr. Soinlin suggested the desirability 
of proTlding some mode of examination 
for teachers in thu inland country. 

The Hon. Mr. Robson said liis lion, 
friend (Mr. Martin) had pressed this mat- 
tor.very strongly upon tho government 
last year; but on enquiry it was found 
that the' number of teachers likely to 
avail themselves of such an arrangement 
wxs too small t(j justify it.

Hon. Mr. Rolwon said it ua 
intention to iiitruduL-o a chiu.so dnini^r 
away with "daily marking." Tliat was a 
matter of detail in the internal wuriiing 
of the schools which he left to the Super- 
intendent of Education. Since the mat- 
tor liad beroipo tlie siiliii'ct of discuh.sioii 
ill thu public \>ni»A ho had cmisultod with 
the .superintendent and iiitipL'ctDV, and 
was thoroughly convincod (if its utility - 
that it cousitutod the only triio baais lor 
monthly reports.as to the stnndiii!,; of jiu- 
pils. It might bia^that his oolloaguo (.Mr. 
I) rr) was better authority Qii that aiibjeot 
— knew more about it than tho Hiiporin- 
teudent and iiisijuctor bntli jiut togothur 
(laughter) ; but ho protoned to bo fjuidod 
by tliuir judgment. It was not aito^'i'thor 
unnatural that teaclioia, who wore iiioroly 
human, xhould desire to get rid of the 
work involved ..in. daily marking; but 
when it was borne in mind that our teaoh- 
ora wore highly paid, and that tiie addi- 
tional work did not amount to 0110 day's 
work in tliu month, lie diii not 
think there was any ;;ood ground 
for complaint on their part. Ho was 
aware some of the teachois li.id pronounc- 
ed against the "daily marking" system; 
but he feared some of them had allowed 
themselves to be misled by a "crank," 
who had devoted himself to working up 
an a!,'itation, but who was hardly entitled 
to be considorud an authority upon edu- 
cational matters. 

Mr, Orr said tliat the tt'iichers of the 
province had coiulotiinod tlie daily mark- 
ing By.steni. 

Mr. MuBon dwelt upon tho necessity of 
providing some place in-th'e ■ inland dis- 
trict, Kamloopg had been mentioned, 
where cnndidatos for toacbers' ccrtificatos 
could bu examined, witliout inourting the 
expense of coming to Victoria. 

Mr. Semlin advisod that a special com- 
niittee bo appointed to hi-ar what tho 
auporintoiidfiit of education and the in- 
ipeotur bad to say upon the question uf 
daily marking. He had always heard that 
the Buporintondent onndomned it. 

Mr. Beaveii did not seo any nucossity 
for the bill proposed. Ho thought the 
existing act' all that was necessary.

PUBLIC .SCHOOL BILL, NO. 7. 

Mr. HiggiiiB moved the second reading 
of Public School Bill, No. 7. 

The hon, mover contended that one 
female at least should be allowed the pri- 
vilege of sitting on the School Board, 
With ;Wboro the' lady teachers could con- 
stilt on matters of delicacy which are coii- 
tiiiually coming up in .schnol work. 
Women had tlio right to voto at acliool 
elections and aliould havo the ri;,'ht to act 
as school trustees. Xoiie take groator in- 
terest ill the schools than woinun, and 
,_they were in every part of the world to- 
day, showing' themselves capable, ener- 
getic and useful in ofiices similar to those 
which it was proposed to tlir^w open to 
tlioni. At tho rocoiil (. loctiou for aidor- 
muii in tlio oily of London, LH<ly Sand- 
liiirat was oluctod hh an iililiT«i'//i. \l 
I'orlliind, Oregon, a woman wa.s .Suporin- 
tendoiit of public schocds, and numerous 
similar instances were cited. The reason- 
able objection of tho hon. meniber for 
Lillooet had been mot liy making tliu 
clause ap[ily only to oitius. [.Air. Alloii — 
Hoar, liuar.] Tho aocoiid clause proposed 
to amend the Act bo that holders of lirst- 
clasB cortificatus would not require to le- 
iiow them yearly. 
Bill read a second time.

THE BUILDINU BY-LAW. 

Aid. Styles moved tho second reading 
of an amendment to the building by-laws, 
to increase tho penalty for vicuationa 
from $50 to S200, where repairs were made 
to wooden buildings >rithin tho fire limits. 

Aid. Kolly aeconded the resolution, 
and wialied to make it the rule that no 
acreens bo placed in wooden buildings 
more than five feot high or closer than 
four feut to the walla. 

Aid. McKillican thought the present 
by-law hardly allowed owners of property 
to place shelves on counters in their prem- 
ises. The by-law was full of mistakes, ho 
thought, and should be referred to the 
city barristers for correction. Ho moTod 

in amendment to Aid. Styles' motion, 
that the by-law be referred to. tho city 
barristers for necessary amondinenta. 

Aid. Wilson aeconded the amendment. 
Ho suggested that .\ld. McKillican and 
.Styles wait upon tho city barristers to 
suggest the necessary correction*. 

Aid. Coughlan advised that wooden 
cornices bo prohibited in future. 

The original motion being withdrawn, 
the amendment waa carried. Aid. Styles 
and McKillican to compose the committee 
to wait upon the oity barriaters. 

To E.\TKXI) TllK CITY I.I.MIT.S. 

Aid. Harrison and Vigelius moved that 
tho council rosolvo itself into a committee 
of tho whole, to consider the advisability 
of extending the city limits. 

Moved ui amendment that the consid- 
eration of this subject be deferred until 
a sjiecial meeting of the council, to be held 
on Monday evening next. 

The ameiidment wai lost and the coun- 
cil went into committeo of tho whole with 
the mayor in the chair. 

Aid. Vigeliua dwelt upon the necessity 
of extending the city limits. Suburban 
property had been greatly improved by 
the extension of city lighting, water ser- 
vice, sidewalks and drainage, and would 
he atill further improved by the introduc- 
tion of tho electric street railway, and 
should bo in a position to contribute in a 
measure towards tho revenue of the city. 

Aid. riarriaon stated that many citizens 
live just outside the city limits, enjoy all 
the advantages of ratepayers and atill pay 
no taxes. He thought they were w illing 
to come in, and should be ui a position to 
pay their share toward the aiii)i)ort of 
the city. He therefore moved, seconded 
by Aid. Vigelius, that: "Where.'vs it is de- 
sirable and expedient to extend tho limits 
of tho corporation of tho city of Victoria; 
therefore, be it resolved that application 
be at once made to hii honor the Lieut. - 
(loveruor in council, praying that the 
limits of the corporation of this city be 
extended one-half milo in every direction, 
•la f ir as it i.-i compatible with tho boun 
dariea of tho .Straits of Juan de Fuca; and 
that Bteps bo taken to comply with tho 
requirements of the Act made and pro 
vided ill this particular; and, further, that 
the city's legal advisers be instructed to 
take such action as will carry out tho con- 
ditions of thia roaolutioii." 

Aid. Stylea thought it would bo well to 
make arrangements to receive Victoria 
VVuat into tho city. 

Aid. Wilson thought the ])ropo8itioii to 
extent the city limits was a step in the 
right direction. 

Aid. Coughlan could not see where the 
process of extending was to stop. Already 
the^ city streets were about 120 miles in 
length, and the uxpense of maintaining 
these itroeti was about all tho city could 
stand. To extend the city linos as pro 
posed, would cripple rather than increaao 
the city revenue.. If the city were to ex 
tend their lines to bring in those living 
just outside, who enjoyed the advantages 
of lighting, etc., they would have to keep 
extending all tho time. 

.-Vld. Harrison thought that perhaps the 
resolution trod on Aid. Coughlan'* corns. 
He (.Md. Coughlan) was ono of thoio who 
lived just outaida. His brickyard was 
just outside, too. Only a short time ago. 
Aid. Coughlan had claimed exemption 
from paying a oonbtactor's license bec&uae 
he was a iion-resiSent. Aid. Coughlan 
was (iiio of those he wiahed to bring in. 
The city was not compelled to opuu now 
street.s cm lirst taking over outlying pro- 
perty, nor did he think they would be ex- 
pected to (1(1 so. He thought the council 
should make some move in the advance 
ment of the oity. Said he in conclusion : 
" Let us do something to improve our 
city ; not be standing back all tho time 
like inossbucks." 

Tlio motion was put and rocoivod d rote* 
for and 2 against. 

Aa there wan ono membsr absent, and* 
two-third's vote of the entire council of 
ten, including the mayor, was required to 
carry tho resolution; and aa the mayor 
could only viAe in the event of a tie; the 
mayor, although ho was in favor of the 
resolution, declared that it was lost, as an 
expression of the wishes of tho aldermi\nio 
board. 

The motion was however carried by the 
committee, who rose, reported piogreia 
and aaked leave to alt again. 

.MISCKLLAKEOUS. 

On motion the water works commission 
or waa instructed to proceed with the 16- 
inch main on the Saanich road, by day's 

work.- 

The street cominittoo presented a re- 
port recommending certain necessary im 
provements. Received and adopted. 

Mayor Grant referred to a by-law passed 
n few years ago, refusing to take over 
streets not sixty foot wide. He thought 
that the city cuuld not refuse to take over 
any atreot, properly laid out and psrticu- 
lara regiatored, boforo tho passage of the 
by-law. He aaked thu itroot committee 
to confer with the city barrister* ou the 
subject. .
